The Examiner indicates: 

The prior art of record does not teach or suggest the combination of a substrate 
with contact pads and a stabilizer protruding from the surface of the substrate 
between a periphery of the surface and each contact pad. The stabilizer including 
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a plurality of partially superimposed, contiguous, mutually adhered layer, wherein 
each layer comprises of the same type of nonconductive or dielectric material in 
claims 1, 13, 25, and 31. 

With respect to independent claims 1 and 13 and the claims that depend therefrom, 
Applicants concur with the reasons as stated by the Examiner insofar as they comprise a 
summary, and are exemplary and not limiting. Furthermore, independent claims 1 and 13, as 
allowed, include other and different language than that specified by the Examiner. 

The stated reasons for allowance do not apply to independent claims 25 or 3 1 or any of 
the claims depending therefrom, as none of these claims is limited to a stabilizer that includes a 
plurality of partially superimposed, contiguous, mutually adhered layers. 

The scope of each claim must be determined from its literal language and the equivalents 
thereto, not from the stated reasons for allowance.
